1. Claims 1-11 are pending. Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of Ginter (U. S. Patent 5,892,900) teaches distributing digital 
contents with rights protection in virtual distribution environment. Another closely 
related prior art Garfinkle (U. S. Patent 6,017,157) discloses storing digital images of 
photographic images on at least one image server at a first location, selectively 
authorize to access to the digital images from a second location, and ordering the prints 
of the digital images from the second location. 

In regarding to independent claims 1 and 6, Ginter and Garfinkle taken either 
individually or in combination with other prior art of record fails to teach or suggest 
transferring the digital image with the handling condition of the digital data format stored 
in a server to a selected one of a plurality of receivers sides for developing into a printed 
picture modified based on the handling condition, wherein the said selected one of said 
plurality of receiver sides is selected by a user and is different from said user's 
computer.
